Mr. Wansbrough. M.A. lOxon.). 
15 the Headmaster of Lower Canada 
College and a well-known educa- 
; lionalist being formerly associated 
with the History Department at 
McGill and a member of the Que- 
bec Protestant Education Survey. 
He IS an act:\c officer of the 
League Qi Natiorii Society in Can- 
ada and a member of the Canadian 
Institute of International Affairs. 

The speaker will deal with the 
controversy over peace aims, and 
the various propotals for post-war 
economic and political reconstruc- 
'.lo: iueii Hi the Kcderal Union 
Scheme and t.he idea of a United 
States of Europe. The importance 
of the subject was emphasized re- 
cently by Principal James at a 
Canadian Club luncheon m these 
words: "The significant probleni is 
not how long we must wait for 
military victory, but how we shall 
use it when it has been attained. 
Each of us has a direct and con- 
tinuing responsibility for the 
answer that will ultimately be made 
to tnat question."

The second of the scries will 
take place in Montreal, with 
Howard Minoguc. former President 
of the McGill Debating Union, and 
Howard Rhys upholding the af- 
firmative of the resolution: "Re- 
solved that Great Britain And the 
United States of America should 
form military alliance." A team 
rfom ;!îc cWtlern Res cr\ c Univers- 
ity ci Cleveland, Ohio, will defend 
the ncçalivc of the proposition. 

In the ih;rd debate, which It 
scheduled to take place in Quebec 
City against a team representing 
Laval University, Gui Carron and 
A. Roget will take the affirmative 
of the rerolulion: 'The Legislative 
Council should be abolished," This 
debate -will be a novel venture in 
that it will be bilingual. If it 
proves a success, it is quite prob- 
able that a scries of such debates 
will be sponsored by the Debating 
Union. Ceriaijily such discussions 
would do much to further good re- 
lations with students of French 
speaking Universities. 

The final debate in the scries will 
take place in Montreal, when Saul 
Zatz and William MacNaughlon 
will oppote the résolution: "Re- 
solved that the United Sûtes of 
America should maintain a policy 
of neutrality in the present war." 
The affirmative will be defended 
by a team from the University of 
Florida.

39. :!!)A. and ti2 arc licrcby 
rescinded. Prime Minister Marshall 
s.-ild concerning the Amendment 
Act that criticism was neccsstiry 
for effective Rovcrnmeiil and es- 
senlia! for the preservation of llie 
right.s enjoyed in a democracy. 
While tlie fircalcr part of llic dis- 
cussion ccntrcn on the grain bill, 
feeling ran higher on during 
the debate over the defence regu- 
lations. The Govcrnmcnl showed 
evidence of a great deal ot research 
into the various aspects of the 
questions. The oijposition partie; 
attacked the argumenl.s of the gov- 
ernment party logically and all 
points were very well taken. 

The legislation concerning the 
grain exchange was conducted 
along the 'following lines:

ing Irene Smith's place, and Edith 
Roycrott was to replace Wilma 
Robb as Minister without portfolio. 
In the C. C. F. party, the only 
change was the substitution ot 
Percy Smith for Herschel Howell, 

Professor Whltmore was the 
Speaker and Corporal Konsmo Ser- 
geant-at-Arms. The discussion pro- 
ceeded in an orderly fashion and 
was remarkably free from the cus- 
tomary red tape. Visitors were ac- 
commodated on the floor of the 
House as well as in the galleries.

The Political Economy Club ua^ 
formed in 191'2 at a men's organiiation. 
Since then, it hm cxTierienccd marked 
growth, and hii? opened discussion on a 
■wide vhriciy of topics o: rurrcni inicrc.-î. 
largely in tlie field of economics. 1; pur- 
pose has been to give economics students, 
and other? inicrc?tcd in matters economic, 
a chance io air iheir \uews on current ques- 
tions pertinent to that branch of study. 

Owing to tiic increasing number of 
•women registered in Economics and Politi- 
cal Science, a movement has been gaining 
momentum to allow them to panirip.T.f in 
the Club's discussions. They feel, and per- 
haps rightly so, that they are being ex- 
cluded from an opportunity to round out 
the courses they are ptirsuiug in that De- 
partment. 

Considerable opposition, however, has 
met the petition which they have present- 
ed. Members feel that the Club has func- 
tioned verj' well as an exclusive organiza- 
tion. For variety of reasons, there is dan- 
ger that it would not operate nearly so. well 
with such a new and distiu'bing element. 
Some of the reasons advanced are vague, 
some logical. 

It has been propo.sed. cy w^y of com- 
promise, that women honouring in citiicr 
economiL> or ;iolilical science be allowed 
to attenu tut ujeciiugt. In fairnest. it mutt 
be admitted that women students in econo- 
mics ha\ e e rigiit to participate in the ac- 
tivities of a departmental club.

Tuesday's Concert Symiihonlnun was on- 
h)inof\l by tho inv.-rii. o ii( r .s.ilonion, young 
director of the llhii.Ms Symphony Orchestra, 
as wxll as by a ,1istuis\iis'hèd plccr of pru- 
gram-making thai included Sibelius' symphony 
No. 5 in E. flat. Warlock's ••Capriol" suHc, and 
the Chopin F minor piano concerto, with J6an 
Danséreau as soloist. Mr. Solomon Inmed oui 
fo bf a small, inioiiK- ivi^on. .«o confident and 
forceful as to extend a mcasvnc of liis assur- 
ance to thè men he -âiireèbs, and beyond all 
doubt a person of passl6t\atc conviction about 
the music he chooses to play. He coi\ducts 
'■without benefit of stick " las Henry Brant said 
in these coUmvis abt">ut someone else) but not 
in the ciTatio rhiladclphia mniiiiei. lie uaves 
an arabesque as wide and graceful as any 
orthodox Italian maestro. 

RaUicr more important arc Uic astonishing 
rosults he got fi\>m the orchestra in the Sibel- 
iu!. .syiin-ihony. The luX-to.'-w .ivm reorption 
this work got from its audience on Tuesday 
«Mîlirmod an impression that all but the first 
liii'cc sj^iiphonies of the Finni.sli master arc 
only beginning to be widely popularized. Na- 
turally some of them arc more anien.ible to tliis 
process than others; some ha\'e an idioin Wag- 
ner and Tschnikowsky lovers can e.Tsily .ibsorb, 
and others arc lonely, unapproachable works, 
whose gnomatic, concentrated utterances de- 
mand of the listener a long, patient considera- 
tion. But No. 5 is big, vital, and as engrossing 
as £ three-ring circus, with iUs easily appre- 
hended structure, and a number of atlrsctive 
themci. 

A large measure of credit must go to Mr. 
Solomon for the dramatic, flavorful perform- 
ance of Tuesday evening. Balance, on the 
whole, was good, although woodwind passages 
were occasionally swamped in the swelling, 
roaring string and brass foundation. The spec- 
tacular climax that closes the sjTnphony needs 
careful treatment; the usual fault is to over- 
reach the climax. Mr. Solomon's reading es- 
caped '.his. and built the stupendous structure 
up to those six irregulsr'.y-spaced chords that 
are Sibelius' 5;r,a] fa.-ewc'.l.

Their plans arc very optimistic:

dently extended invitation lo par- 
ticipate, or if the United Church 
Young People's Association will 
forget their dignity long enough lo 
consider it at all, 

Wc would like to know more 
about the leaders of these students 
of loyal and democratic intention 
who wish lo rally us lo the side of 
"the Y. M. C. A., Y. W. C. A., United 
Church Young People's Associa- 
tions, Trade Unions, and so on," to 
form a united front for the "ex- 
tension of democracy in Canada 
against profiteering and conscrip 
lion." I fail to see that our front 
for democracy lies anywhere else 
but in Finland and along the 
Rhine. I am sure that the efforts 
of these "Debates, discussion groups 
and speakers during the next few 
weeks" will contribute greatly to 
the improvement of our fighting ef- 
ficiency and to the preserving of 
balance in our economic life at this 
time. 

It remains lo be seen if there is 
any connection between the Can- 
adian SUidcîîl As.^nibly and the 
American Student Union, from 
which American universities are

WAR IS WAR 



Sherman sold, "War Is hell.'j It 
is, Gcrinni) warfare Is dccpcsl hell. 

In war, Germant aro its though 
they willfully blullcd from their 
miiul.s perception of all things be- 
yond H prc-conecivcd obligiilion of 
war, U results that rcstrnliit. of 
any sort, is lacking (rqm a Ger- 
man's response to war's exigency. 

Canada Is nl war with Gcrmnny 
Cnnndinns should be nllvc to tln.s 
characterislic of their ndver.snrics. 
The following is an instance of 
fantasticntly inhuman and savage 
adherence to n plan of war by Ger- 
mans who irbandoncd reason for a 
prc-dctcrmincd routine ot ferocity. 

Colonel Simonin, in August of 
IflH. was crippled by a bullet 
through hi.s knee. As he was no 
longer fit for mobile service in the 
field with his hospital, he remained 
behind the rapidly-retreating French 
army. He was in charge ot a vil- 
lage which had become a base hos- 
pital for wounded French soldiers. 
The villagers had fled and every 
house was filled by the wounded 
men and by the scanty staff who 
cared for them. Waggon sheds be- 
came operating rooms where sur- 
geons worked. 

Over the village flew the Red 
Cross flag. Simonin had himselt 
carried out, in a chair, to the cross 
roads where invading Germans 
would soon appear. 

It was his plan to sit there, in full 
view, so that he might, as soon as 
possible, explain his situation to the 
German doctors and receive, for 
his wounded, the assistance which 
international usage, under the Red 
Cross, expects belligerent medical 
services to give in the fleld to all, 
friend and foe alike. 

As the Germans advanced, a few 
shots were fired at them, from far- 
off on a flank, by a rear-guard 
.screen ol retiring Fi-cnch Cavalry. 

The Commander of the German 
troops— they wore Pomeraniaius— 
w'as furious. He asserted thai the 
shots came from the village and 
that, cither French troops, in firing, 
had misused the protection of the 
Red Cross flag, or the shots canin 
from uninformed franr.-iircurs. In 
cither case, in accordance wllh Ger- 
man policy, the village was lo be 
destroyed, wllh all 'who were in II. 

By such savage and oblllerallng- 
ly complete reprisals Germany 
plaiiiitd lo subdue resistance where 
lier armies passed. 

Simonin, as he >al, weak and 
bleeding in his chair, heard this 
decision with horror. He shnuled, 
over and over again, Ihil the vil- 
lage lield only iinarnicd men. 
'AoNiided, doctors and |)ospital or- 
derlies. 

'Iii(; fjtriiiaii Major, who com- 
manded. Ignored prolesit and nrdei'- 
cd the village In he burned. The 
buildings were ti<l alight and nflc- 
meii were potted, acruts llic undi. 
of sirccis, to /Ire upon all who ap- 
pc,ircd. 

' fl was like a rabbit shool," said 
Simonin. As the buildings biirnc<l, 
men ran from Ihem and were shm 
so soon as Ihey were seen "Nocli 
cm*!— Tlicrci aiiullitr. tliooll' "It 
was Jui.t like boiling labbils from 
their holes," said Simunin. 

A French soldier, with a broken 
thigh In long splint and bandages, 
crawled through Ihe door uf n 
burning huiuc He wub shot and lay 
still before he was free uf tliu 
flamci. 

Simonin, helpless, lmmobilii>cd in 
hii chair, spared no vehemence In 
his protetli. He hud had no four fur 
himself; until, Ihe Major told him 
lh.il he. loo, was I» be ihcil, aflcr 
Courlinarlifl) II v oiild bound well 
lo try, ciiiiviil and rxcciilc .i l''rtinli 
f.'oloiicl for abuse of the lleU Crois 
flag. 

Simonin was worried; bill, he 
hope thai Die habituai Gcrman rev- 
erence ht all Pi'o/esfiorB might liclp 
him. 



lie l«ld Ihe Major thai hr. Col- 
iiliel .'SiMiMiilii, eif (lie Fr^ni h Army 
Medical Corps, was Professor of 
Surgery In talnoils Val de Orate, 
nl Paris. 

He demanded this his colleague, 
the Senior German Medical Officer, 
he liifumied that .he— Colonel and 
Piolepsnr Simonin— wbs dlxiihled 
Hiid hi sore nerd uf prufn.ssiomil 
hIiI. lie w'inte h r'-'p""*! fm iiiKrnl 
lieiilinriil on n pHgr loiii fioni Ills 
tielil notn Imok and In.ol':!'"! llml 
II should be delivered tu the Ger- 
mans' Chief Medical Officer. 

Among medical men, ot every 
iialloii, Ihe tliptHivrrtlic onlli pio- 
vlile.<! n liiHid 011(1 olillgHtjnn nf pio- 
[rs.slMiiiil service wlilrli li iiiLsiprifls 
■ill iiiinnr prejudice. A t'oliiripl cd 
Ihe GeiiiiMii Army Medical C'oip.s 
was nut lung In coining. He Was 
a competent healer uf men. He 
examined Simonin, recugnlzed and 
iind niel Ills needs. As a profes- 
sloiiiil Army Officer lie had visited 
llie VhIp do IJrncn and, even, had 
lieiifd .Slinoiiln Incline lliere. 

.Sliiioiilii wii.'i Hddie.ssed as "Mo.st 
honoured Sir " and "Colleague," His 
formal and fiirluus description of 
hi« hospltara horrible annihilation 
wan cottrleousty received. 

Then, the German drew lilinsclf 
up. at the fool of Simdnln's slrelch- 
er, saliileil— clicked his heels - and 
In his gultcral Froiich said "Che 
regretln— I am sorry" and, breaking 
Into German, continued "Abor, 
Krieg," and ho left.' 

Tlie Ficiult for "War is War" is 
"A Lh giicrio comme a la guerre" 
btiL. Simonin could find no pallia- 
tive necessity for the outrageous 
barbarillcii which ho had witnessed. 

He collected and recorded, ai tar 
as a wounded prisoner could, the 
luiniCR, rankB and regimenl.». of tlio.sp 
who had murdered the men con 
fided lo Ills care and command. 

Under International usage, he was 
exchanged— In a few weeks— for a 
Cierman Medical Officer whom the 
I' l cnch hud captured during the in- 
v.nder.V rctrcot, after the battle of 
the Mnrne. 

When he arrived In Paris, he 
made formal deposition ot all that 
had occurred. He and the French 
ncpiiblic asked for the murdc.-ers' 
punishment; il was a demand re- 
peated when peace was made. But 
no punishment has been inflicted 
Some things excite a sickening 
contemptuous loathing which con- 
tinues while life endures. Simonin 
always despised uniformed Pomer 
aniens. Do you? -
